The Original of this Prophecy may be ſeen in ſeve-

it, with many other Remarkables ; as, that Peckfrto

faddled ſhould run about till their Girths rotted away; 
and that Olton Mill ſhould be driven with Blood inſtead 
of Water. | | :

Paſſages in the Prophecy already fulfilled, 


W HEN Nixon propheſy'd, this Family was near 

extinct ; but the Heir having married Sit Val- 
ter St. Fohn's Daughter, who being with Child, was in 
Labour for ſome Days; at which Time an Eagle ſat 
upon the Houſe-top, and juſt as'ſhe was delivered, it 
flew away. | ; 

It is alſo well known, that a Raven built a Neſt in 
a Stone-Lion's Mouth in Over Church - ſteeple. in the 
Foreſt 6f Da la Mere. 

Not long before the Abdication of King Fames, the 
Wall fell down, and fell upwards ; and in the Rubbiſh

I am credibly informed that the Lady Narclif of 


- Chelſea, and the Lady St. Fobn of Batterſea, uſed to

- The Noiſe of Nixon at laft reach'd the Ears of King 
James VI. who ſent for him: But he refuſed to go, al- 
iedgifegy, Thar he ſhould be ſtarved.: The King, being 
infsrmed df Nixon's fooliſh Refuſal, ſaid, He would 
take Care that he ſhould not be ſtarved, aud order'd him 
to be brought ub to Town Bui whether he Propheſi- 
ed to the King, is uncertain ; yet he is not the firft 
Fool that has made a good Court prophet,  _ 
Now, that Nixon might be the better og for, 
he was ordeted to be kept in the Kitchen; but he grew 
fo very truubleſome in licking and picking the Meat, 
that the Ccoks lock d him up in a Hole; and the King 
going ſuddenly from Hamptonecourt to London, they 
forgot the Fool in the Hurry, fo that he was ſtarved to 
Death at the King's Court, according as he had befu:e 
There are divers Paſſages of our Prophet's Life and 
Sayings, tranſmitted from Father to Son in this Coun- 
"ty : - To wir, That when he lived with a Farmer, he 
goated an Ox ſo unmercifully, that one of the Plowmen 
thicatned to beat him for abuſing the Beaſt. Nixon 
laid, That the Beaſt ſhould nat be his - Maſter's three 
Days.

where it ſtay d about three Days, and then flew away 
in the Night..
